persons in the house, and when the 
mob culled to Dever to come out. Mrs. 
\\ est and the little girl responded, but 
Dever remained insi'le. .lust as Mrs. 
West reached the door several shuts 
\\ere fired at her und she ran back, but 
the child remained on the outside 
The mob then fired several shots into 
_he house, nime of which took effect 
and after several attempts to get [lever 
to come out the mob tired the building. 


The intense 'heat finally forced De- 


ver to run out, and with pistol in hand, 
he started to a cornfield, a feu steps 
fr,nn the houst. where lie took slfelter 
behind a corn shock and %\as shot to 
death 


Mrs. 
West perished in the burning1 


house arid this inorninu her remains 
were found in the chimney where she • 
had taken refuge 
Her legs and the 


upper pait of her buch were almost en- 
tirely burned ort' 


The little frii 1 gave tbe alarm this 


morning, but meagre information can 
be gained from her. 


W. A. Dever is the man who shot 


and killed T. .1. West, husband of the 
burned woman, December 7. at Heaver 
Lireen, on Cartwright's creek. 
Three 


weeks ago Dever had ;i preliminary 
hearing, and was released on the 
ground of f,elf-deien»e. 
The killing is 


thought to have been caused bv inti- 
macy on the part of Dever and West's 
wife. It is said that Dever had been 
warned that he would be killed if he 
did not leave. He is from Knoxville. 
and leaves a wife and several children. 
Mrs. 
West also leaves a large family. 


but none were at the house at the time 
of the horrible, tragedy. 


West and his wife had be<en living 


apart for some time, and the woman 


I instituted divorce proceedings. 
• had been induced to withdraw the 
it. however, and West-was on his 


ivav to town to see about the matter 
when he met l)ever. lie snapped a 
jistol twice at Dever after accusing 
lira ot adultery with Mrs. West, when 
:>ever drew his grin, and despite West's 
)lea for mercy, shot and killed him 
ind ran away, but returned when the 
coroner's jury brought in a verdict of 
ustitiable homicide. lie is said to 
lave then renewed his relations with 
Mrs. West. This incited the neigh- 
bors to fury.

Senator Davis said: "All 


right, lilaine. It is now near midnight.

He did so, and finished the 
translation of ten pages of Spanish be- 
lore davbrcak, and sent it to Blame 
by ii special messenger. At noon that 
day Secretary Blaine sent a message to 
Hie senate containing the facts and 
precedents; and I believe that this is 
the first time the fact has ever been 
published. 
Senator Davis reads and translates 


ull of the modern European languages. 
lie is eminently a literary man and ol 
scholarly rather than political inclina- 
tions. 
Senator Davis has one marked weak- 


ness 
He is a constant smoker. 
He 


has the best of cigars, and he uses 
them uithout stint. He has a little 
"den" in the top story of his Wash- 
ington home, and it is a pleasure to 
eall on him there nijid spend an after- 
noon or evening with him. His cigar 
is puffing nearly all the time. 
In 


that respect he is like Grant. 
But 


between puffs he entertains his few 
ehosen friends in a most charming 
manner. There is no more genial, com- 
panionable, likeable man thim "Gush1 
Davis, as he is familiarly termed by 
those who know him well. 
He is 


warm-hearted, kind, and even affec- 
tionate with those whom he trusts. 
Very few public men show any appre- 
ciation of the work done in their behalf 
by newspaper writers. On one occa- 
sion, when I had written a little article 
complimentary of him, as I entered the 
door of his committee room at the 
capital, the dignified, sedate and some- 
times austere senator almost jumped 
out of his chair, came towards me 
and Slugged me like a big, good-na- 
tured boy. You cannot wonder that 
1 like that sort of a man. Such men are 
rare in public life. 


He is a man of great courng-e. A !it- 


tle more than a year ago. when a great 
strike was in progress in Chicago, tele- 
grams were received by 400 senators 
and representatives from labor organi- 
zations in their several states, request- 
ing them to vote for a congressional 
resolution 
supporting the strikers. 


Not one of all that number dared face 
the political danger of resistance ex- 
cept Senator Davis. He replied that, 
in his opinion, the strikers were vio- 
lating the law. and that he would not 
support the resolution. 
It required 


nerve and courage for a public m»n 
to do that, but Senator Davis did it 
without a moment's hesitation. No 
man has more sympathy with laboring 
men and with organized labor, but he 
would not support lawlessness. That 
telegram caused widespread comment. 
It is now being used by his enemies, 
who say that if he were nominated 
for the presidency the laboring men 
would oppose him. That is an assump- 
tion thit the laboring men, in cool 
deliberation, would knife their friend. 
They would do nothing of the kind. 


There are other presidential possibil- 


ities in congress. 
1 have mentioned 


Senator Allison and Speaker Reed; but 
there are others. 
Senator Cullom, of 


Illinois, is noti candidate, but his name 
is being used jby his friends, and he 
would be aecebtable to the friends of 
McEinley, Alliion, Harrison, Heed and 


Davis. There is no better man in, con- 
ffrtas to-day Uuun Senator Cullom. lie 
has been long in public lite, and be in 
houe.pt to tiie core of him. His services 
to his country have been constant for 
many years. 
He has rendered con- 


spicuous service as chairman of tie 
committee on interstate commerce. He 
is diligent in attending to his duties, 
and capable of filling the highest office 
in the land. 
Senator Julius C. Burrows, of Mich- 


gon, although not a candidate for the 
residency, is often spoken of in that 
onnection. He has been a member of 
he house of representatiives for 20 
ears and was only recently transferred 
to the senate by the legislature of his 
tate. lie is a great orator; one of 
he greatest of this generation. He is 
amiliar with public affairs, and popu- 
ar with his colleagues among the 
great men of *uis day. He is true to 
lis friends, and as warm hearted and 
fenerous as he is able and experienced. 
Everybody who knows him likes him. 
Ex-Speaker Crisp, of Georgia, is often 
poken of as a presidential possibility. 
t is said, however, that because he 
was born in England he would be in- 
•ligible. That is a mistake. He was 
x>rn in Sheffield while his parents were 
.here on a visit; and the accident of f or- 
oign birth under such circumstances 
would not interfere with his presiden- 
tial availabilities. He is the son of an 
American citizen, and could not be 
barred from the presidency because of a 
circumstance over which he had no con- 
trol. 
Senator Dubois, of Idaho, is spoken 


of as alikely candidateforthe vice pres- 
idency. He is yet a young man and does 
not aspire to the honor, but his friends 
are using his name very freely in that 
connection; and the nomination limy 
come to him without his seeking. Men 
who achieve great honors by their own 
efforts sometimes have greater honors 
thrust upon them. 


Senator I'effer, of Kansas, the em- 


inent populist, is spoken of as the prob- 
able candidate of the populist party for 
the presidency; and in the event of the 
political circumstances which migh: 
throw the election into the house of 
representatives, Senator Peffer might 
U; selected for the presidency. He is 
good man, and a gentleman of high 
character. 


John Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, the 


eloquent young protectionist, is spoken 
of as Tom Heed's second choice for tin- 
nomination. That is to saiy, if need 
cannot secure'the nomination, it is 
claimed that he would desire to have 
his friends support Dalzell. If chance 
or fate should bring John Dalzel to the 
white house, our national affairs would 
be fairly, honorably and conservatively 
administered. 
Senator Gray, of Delaware, is spoken 


of as a presidential possibility. He in 
a great constitutional lawyer, a strict 
partisan, and an earnest champion of 
the principles of his party. He is an 
orator, scholar and statesman of much 
merit. No senator lias been more often 
heard during the past three years upon 
all questions of national and interna- 
tional interest. 


Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, chair- 


man of the committee on appropria-

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THE WELDON TRAGEDY. 


Murder of Dr. W. H. Taylor 


By Postmaster John 


A. Pace. 


Full Particulars of tho Sensational 


Affair—i"aca Acquitted

WELDON, ILL., Dec. 28.—Dr. Taylor, a 


member of the Illinois legislature, was 
shot and killed this evening by John A. 
Pace, postmaster of this city. The trag- 
edy, it is said, is the outgrowth of a do- 
mestic scandal, 


At about 8 o'clock this evening shots 


wore heard at the postoffice, and Post- 
master Pace was seen running down the 
street with a revolver in his hand. Meet- 
ng the town marshal, he aaid that he 
had shot Dr. Taylor. 


The marshal rushed to the postoffice 


and found Taylor lying dead in the back 
room of the office with a 
revolver 


clutched in his right hand. 


Pace said that he was working at his 


desk when he heard the back door open 
and saw Dr. Taylor standing at or near 
;he inner door leading to the main office, 
and that Taylor demanded of Pace a 
etter written by Pace's wife to Pace, 
and 8lso offered to give Pace SoOO to 
withdraw a suit now pending for dam- 
ag«s for the breaking up of Pace's fam- 


ily. 
Pace ordered Taylor out of the 


office, saying he wanted nothing to do 
with him. Taylor then, Pace says, drew 
a revolver and eaid he would blow out 
Pace's brains if ho didn't give up the 
letter; that he had cotno there to talk 
to him and was going to stay. 


Pace walked to the desk apparently 


to get his papers. 
Reaching ir.to a 


drawer he secured his revolver and be 
gan to fire. Taylor fell dead near the 
back door of the office. 


Pace and wife have been separated for 


a year or more and he had charged Dr. 
Taylor with being the cause of the trou- 
ble. Mrs. Pace began divorce proceed- 
ings some months ago, but the suit was 
withdrawn by her. Not long ago Pace 
instituted proceedings in the Knights of 
Pythias Lodge against Taylor and began 
a suit for damages against him. It was 
the institution of this suit which, it is 
asserted, led to the tragedy of to night. 


Pace seems to regret the affair deeply 


and says that he did not shoot until he 
thought his life was in danger. 
Pace 


gave up hie revolver. Three of its cham- 
bers were empty. Dr. Taylor's revolver 
was fully loaded. 


Dr. Taylor was elected to the last leg- 


islature as a Republican, while Pace is a 
prominent Democrat. But politics had 
nothing to do with the shooting. Taylor 
leaves a widow and three children. 


Dr. Taylor was a popular man. He 


had made a good record in (he legisla- 
ture. He was a friend of tho deceased 
peaker, and had rapidly grown into the 
onlidence of Republican leaders. He 
ame a few years ago from Indiana, and, 
without means, began the practice of 
medicine here in Weldon. 
He was

and

TAVLOK-I'ACE APFAIKS IN DFOATUB. 
The tragedy reported ill the foregoing 
lispatch 
from 
Weldon recalls some 


events that transpired in Decatur and 
which no doubt had tnore lees to do with 
he sad ending of the whole most unfor- 
unate matter. In the summer of 1889, 
a year or such a matter after John A. 


:e, who was then a farmer near Wel- 


lon, married Mies Blake, Dr. Taylor met 
Mrs. Pace and accompanied her to Deca- 
:ur and they put up at the New Demiug 
lotel and registered as W. H. Taylor 
nd wife, Woldon, 111. At that time the 
)ecatur papers were in the habit of 
publishing the hotel arrivals and the 
>apers were taken in Weldon. When 
he Weldon people read the papers there 
was great commotion in the village 
It 


was known that the doctor's wife wcs ut 
home and it was eoon discovered that 
Mrs. Pace was not at home and inquiry 
nd investigation showed that she was 
n Decatur. There was trouble of course 
aa the result of this in the Pace family, 
but both Mrs. Pace and Dr. Taylor de- 
nied being together in Uccatur. The 
lay following fripnds of Dr. Taylor came 
:o Decatur and it was said at the time 
:hat they succeeded in changing the 
lotel register to make it read Weldon, 
Iowa, instead of Weldon. Ill, That hotel 
register it is said has been in demand 
or some time, but in the change of pro- 
prietors it was destroyed. 


Dr. Taylor stated to a friend in Deca- 


tur that he was »t the hotel with Mrs. 
Pace at the time alleged and that the 
entry on the register was made at her 
suggestion as a joke as he thought 
probably to annoy her husband who was 
inclined to be jealous, but that they oc- 
cupied separate rooms and there was no 
criminal relations between them. 
The 


trouble growing out of that unfortunate 
affair between Taylor and Pace was ap 
parently fixed up. 


About four years afterward there was 


a sensation at the Western hotel in De 
catur by the discovery of a dead child in 
the 
eewer.

PACE RELEASED. 


As soon as the tragedy was reported 


to Coroner Jones of Clinton, the county 
seat, he at once went to Weldon to hold 
an inquest, and found the body of Dr. 
Taylor in tho postoffice whgre it bad 
fallen when the fatal shot waa tired. He 
at once summoned a jury and Pace him. 
self was the mam witness. He testified 
as to the shooting the same aa reported 
in the foregoing dispatcn. There were 
DO other witnesses to the shooting and 
nothing is known of it save what Pace 
knows about it, and that may not be as 
be tells it. In addition to this he testi- 
fied that he had played cpy on his wife 
and at one time found Taylor, who 
was the family physician, at his home 
with Mrs. Pace at a time when both 
thought him (Pace) out of town and at 
that time ordered him out of the house; 
that subsequently he had lound a letter 
written by Mis. Pace in a hand bag 
which contained a full confession of her 
guilt with Taylor. This letter was ap 
parently addressed to her Bister BO Pace 
testified, but he did not produce the let- 
ter in evidence. This he testified was 
the letter Taylor was demanding when 
the snooting occurred. He also testified 
that he had aa affidavit from the clerk 
of a hotel in Docatur to the effect that 
the parties registering at tho hotel as 
W. H. Taylor and wife were the doctor 
and Mrs. Pace. This affidavit he offered 
to show the jury but did not do so 
finally. 
It was developed in the examination 


that busy people had been going from 
one of the men to the other exaggerating 
whatever was said by the one about the 
other. Many witnesses were examined 
who were neighbors of both parties but 
nothing was brought out to show that 
either had threatened to kill the otncr. 
The first jury failed to agree and anoth- 
er one was summoned which acquitted 
Pace. 
Both Pace and Taylor were members 


of the same lodge of Knights of Pythias. 
Taylor was very mild n.annored and 
was what is termed as a very smooth 
man and had very few quarrels and 
the idea that he would approach a man 
as Pace alleges he approached him 
to hold up a man 
does not cor- 


respond in any sense with Taylor's 
style. 
On

Pace, some years ago, with some other 
members of the family, waylaid in the 
night a citizen of Weldon by tho name 
of Brown and beat him up very badly 


account of some real or imaginary 


offense. Puce has been regarded for a 
year or more as the mortal enemy of 
Taylor, and many of the citizens of 
Weldon have been looking for a tragedy. 
There are some who think Taylor may 
have been unarmed whun he called on 
Pace and that the revolver found in his 
hand may have been placed there after 
ho fell. 


Dr. Taylor leaves a son who is a stu- 


dent at St. Luke's Medical College, Chi- 
cago, a young daughter, Mellie, and a 
widow who is an exemplary wife and 
mother and who has implicit faith in 
her late husband's innocence. 


i'he majority of the Weldon people 


favor Pace, while the whole country out- 
side believe him to be an assassin. 


Dr. Taylor will be buried in Clinton 


to-morrow.

In looking over the record of the sale 


of firearms kept by the Mueller Gun 
Co. this morning, it was found that 
John A. Pace bought the revolver with 
which he killed Taylor of that houee 
November 20,1895. It was a Smith & 
Wesson, hammerless 38 calibre. 
When 


he purchased it he was required to state 
for what purpose he wanted it and he 
stated he wanted it for the protection of 
the Weldon P. O. This statement is on 
the record kept by the house. 


Dr. Taylor was a Mason, Odd Fellow 


and a Modern Woodman. His trial in 
the Knights of Pythias. Lodge resulted 
in an acquittal last week. 


The age of Pace is 39 years. The 


number of the revolver with, which he 
shot Taylor is 81,499. Mrs. Pace resides 
at Clinton. She married Pace ten years 
ago.

WELDON, ILL., Dec. 28.—Dr. Taylor, a 


member of the Illinois legislature, was 
shot and killed this evening by John A. 
Pace, postmaster of this city. 1'ho trag- 
edy, it ia said, is tbe outgrowth of a do- 
mestic ecandal, 


At about 8 o'clock this evening shots 


were heard at the postoffice, and Post- 
master Pace was seen running down the 
street with a revolver in his hand. Meet- 
ng the town marshal, he said that he 
iad shot Dr. Taylor. 


The marshal rushed to tho poetoffice 


and found Taylor lying dpad in the back 
room of the office 
with a 
revolver 


ilutched in his right hand. 


Pace said that he was working at hia 


desk when he heard the back door open 
and saw Dr. Taylor standing at or near 
ihe inner door leading to the main office, 
and that Tayloi demanded of Pace a 
:etter written by Pace's wife to Pace, 
and also offered to give Pace SoOO to 
withdraw a suit now ponding for dam- 
ages for the breaking up of Pace's fam- 
ily. 
Pace ordered Taylor out of the 


office, saying he wanted nothing to do 
with him. Taylor then, Pace sayp, drew 
a revolver and eaid he would blow out 
Pace's brains if he didn't give up the 
letter; that he had come there to talk 
to him and was going to stay. 


Pace walked to the desk apparently 


to get his papers. 
Reaching ir,to a 


drawer he secured his revolver and be 
gan to fire. Taylor fell dead near the 
back door of the office. 


Pace and wife have been separated for 


a year or more and he had charged Dr. 
Taylor with being the cause of theftrou- 
ble. Mrs. Pace began divorce proceed- 
ings Borne months ago,.but the suit was 
withdrawn by her. Not long ago Pace 
instituted proceedings in the Knights of 
Pythias Lodge against Taylor and began 
a suit for damages against him. It was 
the institution of this suit which, it is 
asserted, led to the tragedy of to night. 


Pace seems to regret the affair deeply 


and says that he did not shoot until he 
thought hie life was in danger. 
Pace 


gave up his revolver. Three of its cham- 
bers wero empty. Dr. Taylor's revolver 
was fully loaded. 


Dr. Taylor was elected to the last leg- 


islature as a Republican, while Pace is a 
prominent Democrat. But politics had 
nothing to do with the shooting. Taylor 
leaves a widow and three children. 


Dr. Taylor was a popular man. He 


had made a good record in Ihe legisla- 
ture. Ha was a friend of the deceased 
speaker, and had rapidly grown into the 
confidence of Republican leaders. 
He 


came a few years ago from Indiana, and, 
without moans, began the practice of 
medicine here in Weldon. 
He was 


thrifty 
and 
prospered, winning the 


esteem and popularity of all who met 
him. 


TAYLOR PACE AfTAIKS IN DI'CATUK. 
The tragedy reported in the foregoing 


dispatch 
from 
Weldon recalls some 


events that transpired in Decatur and 
which no doubt had more loss to do with 
the sad ending of tho wholo most unfor- 
tunate matter. In the summer of 1889, 
a year or such a matter after John A. 
Pace, who was then a farmer near Wel- 
rloD, married Stiss Blake, Or. Taylor met 
Mrs. Pace and accompanied her to Deca- 
tur and they put up at the New Deming 
hotel and registered as W. H. Taylor 
and wife, Weldon, III. At that time the 
Decatur papers were in the habit of 
publishing the hotel arrivals and the 
papers were taken in Weldon. Whon 
the Weldon people read the pipers there 
was great commotion in the village. 
Jt 


was known that tho doctor's wife w.is at 
home and it was soon discovered that 
Mrs. Pace was not at home and inquiry 
and investigation ehowed that she was 
in Decatur. There was trouble of course 
as the result of this in the Pace family, 
but both Mrs. Pace and Dr. Taylor de- 
nied being together in Decatur. The 
day following friends of Dr. Taylor came 
to Decatur and iV was said at the time 
that they succeeded in changing the 
hotel register to make it read Weldon, 
Iowa, instead of Weldon. Til. That hotel 
register it is said* has been in demand 
for some time, but in the change of pro- 
prietors it was destroyed. 


Dr. Taylor stated to a friend«in Deca- 


tur that he was at the hotel with Mrs. 
Pace at the timu alleged and that the 
entry on the register was made at her 
suggestion as a joke afc he thought 
probably to annoy her husband who waa 
inclined to be jealous, but that they oc- 
cupied separate rooms and there was co 
criminal relations between them. 
The 


trouble growing out of that unfortunate 
affair between Taylor and Pace was ap 
parently fixed up. 


About four years afterward there was 


a sensation at the Western hotel in De- 
catur by the discovery of a dead child in 
the

criminal character of the affair and the 
connection of Dr. Ira Pace then of Cisco 
w>th it. Ada Moore, the woman in the 
ca™. made a full confession and upon that 
Dr. Pace was indicted by a Maeon county 
grand jury. Dr. Ira Pace is a brother of 
John A. Pace who shot Taylor, and bad 
studied medicine with Dr. Taylor. Dr- 


Taylor as soon as Dr. Ira Pace got in 
trouble became active at once in doing 
what he could to help him out of this 
difficulty. This, it waa thought, was re- 
garded by John A. Pace as an act of 
great favor to the family, but it seems 
that he nursed his spita and finally 
killed his brother's benefactor. 


PACE RELEASED. 


As soon as the tragedy was reported 


to Coroner Jones of Clinton, the county 
seat, h« at once went to Weldon to hold 
an inquest, and found the body of Dr. 
Taylor in the postoffico where it bad 
fallen when the fatal shot was fired. He 
at once summoned a jury and Pace him. 


f was tbe main witness. He testified 
to the shooting the same as reported 


in the forc/oing dispatcu. There were 
no other witnesses to the shooting and 
nothing is known of it save what Pace 
knows about it, aud that may not bo as 
be tells it. In addition to this he testi- 
fied that he had played ppy on hie wife 
and at one time found Taylor, who 
was the family physician, at hie home 
with Mrs. Pace at a time when both 
thought him (Pace) out of town and at 
that time ordered him out of the house; 
that subsequently ho had lound a letter 
written by Mis. Pace in a hand bag 
which contained a full confession of her 
guilt with Taylor. This letter waa ap- 
parently addressed to her sister so Pace 
testified, but he did not produce the let- 
ter in evidence. This he testified was 
the letter Taylor was demanding when 
the snooting occurred. He also testified 
that he had an affidavit from the clerk 
of a hotel in Deeatur to the effect that 
tho parties rcgisti-ring at the hotel ae 
W. H. Taylor and wife wero the doctor 
and Mrs. Pace. This affidavit he offered 
to show the jury but did not do so 
finally. 
It was developed in the examination 


that busy people had been going from 
one of the men to tho other exaggerating 
whatever was said by the one about the 
other. Many witnesses were examined 
who were neighbors of both parties but 
nothing was brought out to show that 
cither luid threatened to kill the other. 
The first jury failed to agree and anoth- 
er one was summoned which acquitted 
Puce. 


Both Pace and Taylor were members 
f tho same lodge of Knights of Pythias. 
Taylor was very rnild n.annered and 
was what is termed as a very smooth 
man and had very few quarrels and 
the idea that he would approach a man 
as Pace alleges he approached hi-m 
to hold up a man 
does not cor- 


respond in any sense with Taylor's 
style. 
On 
the 
other 
hand 


Pace, some years ago, with some other 
members of 'the family, waylaid in tho 
night a citi/.ea of Weldon by the name 
of Brown and beat him up very badly 
on account of some real or imaginary 
offense. Pace has been regarded for a 
year or more as the mortal enemy of 
Taylor, and many of the citizens of 
Weldon have been looking for a tragedy. 
There are some who think Taylor may 
have been unarmed when he called on 
•Pace and that the revolver found in his 
hand may have been placed there after 
he fell. 


Dr. Taylor leaves a son who is a stu- 


dent at St. Luke's Medical College, Chi- 
cago, a young daughter, Mollte-, and a 
widow who is an exemplary wife and 
mother and who has implicit faith in 
her late husband's innocence. 


The majority of tho Weldon people 


favor Pace, while the wholo country out- 
side believe him to be an assassin. 


Dr. Taylor will be buried in Clinton 


to-morrow. 


LATEU. 


In looking over the record of the sale 


oE h'rearma kept by the Mueller Gun 
Co. this morning, it was found that 
John A. Pace bought the revolver with 
which he killed Taylor of that houpe 
November 2G, 1S95. Ht was a Smith & 
Wesson, hamtnerless 38 calibre. 
When 


he purchased it he was required to etate 
for what .purpose he wanted it and he 
stated he wanted it for the protection of 
the Weldon P. O. This statement is on 
the record kept by the house. 


Dr. Taylor was a Mason, Odd Fellow 


and a Modern Woodman. His trial in 
the Knights of Pythias Lodge resulted 
in an acquittal last week. 


The age of Pace is 39 years. The 


number of the revolver with which he 
shot Taylor is 81,499. Mrs. Pace resides 
at Clinton. She married Pace ten years 
ago.

And Herself Cremated in the Burning of 


Her Dwelling—The Negro Had 


But Recently Killed the 


Woman's Husband. 


LEBANON, Ky., Dec. 29.—A mob in- 


flicted horrible vengeance on a faith- 
less woman and her paramour last 
night when they burned Mrs. T. J. 
West alive and killed W. A. Dever, col- 
ored, her paramour, at .Mrs. West's 
house on Cartwright's creek, on the 
Springfield pike, three miles north of 
this city. 


The mob is said to have numbered, 


about seventy-five, and it was about 
twelve o'clock when they appeared at 
Mrs. 
West's house. Mrs. West, Dever 


and his little daughter were the only- 
persons in tin* house, and when the 
mob called to Dever to come out, Mrs. 
West and the little girl responded, bnt 
Dever remained inside. .lust as- Mrs. 
West reached the door several shots 
were fired at her and she ran.back, but 
the child remained on the outside. 
The mob then firt'il several shots into 
the lunise, none of which took effect 
and after several attempts to get Dever 
to come out the mob fired the building. 


The intense -heat finally forced De- 


ver to run out. and with pistol in hand, 
he started to a cornfield, a few steps 
from the house, where he took shelter 
behind u. corn shock and was shot to 
death. 


Mrs. 
West perished in the burning 


house and this morning her remains 
were found in the chimney where she 
had taken refuge. 
Her legs and the 


upper part of her body were almost en- 
tirely burned oft'. 


Tho little girl gave the alarm this 


morning, but meagre information can 
be gained from her. 


W. A. Dever is the man who hljot 


and killed T. .1. West, husband of the 
burned womanS December V, at Heaver 
Green, on Cartwright's creek. 
Three 


weeks ago Dever had a preliminary 
hearing, and was released 
on the 


ground of self-defense. The killing is 
thought to have been caused by inti- 
macy on the part of Dever and West's 
wife. It is said that Dever had been 
warned that he would be killed if he 
did not leave. He is from Knoxville. 
and leaves a wife and several children. 
Mrs. 
West also leaves a large family, 


but none were at the house at the time 
of the horrible tragedy. 


West and his wife had been living 


apart for some time, and the woman 
had instituted divorce proceedings. 
She had been induced to withdraw the 
suit, however, and West was on his 
way to town to see about the matter 
when he met Dever. He snapped a 
pistol twice at Dever after accusing 
him of adultery with Mrs. West, when 
Dever drew his gun, and despite West's 
plea for mercy, shot and killed him 
and ran away, but returned when the 
coroner's jury brought in a verdict of 
justifiable homicide. He is said to 
have then renewed his relations with 
Mrs. West. This incited .the neigh- 
bors to fury.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Pec. 29.—f'harles 


Thompson, who came here three 
months ago from St. Louis, is dying 
at 4-H Franklin street, and he may 
never recover consciousness to tell who 
fired the fatal shot. The police last 
evening learned from Mrs. Thompson 
that Thompson came home about five 
o'clock in the morning, and as he fell 
into the door muttered: "I gave the 
other fellow the worst of it.'' 


Dr. Appleby was called and found

North Franklin street. Thompson has 
gambled heavily lately, usually getting 
the worst of it. 


The theory of the police is that 


Thompson met the actress again, but 
that she was living with another mun 
and that Thompson fought this man. 
being shot in tho scuffle, The shoot- 
ing must have occurred in a room. as. 
the police heard no shot on. the street 
last night.

Sir "Walter Koleiph landed in Guiana 


near the close- of the 10th century, and 
boon uftervvird the Xctlierlands and 
France divided with Great Britain the 
control of the country. The English 
did not succeed in holding their o\vn in 
the newly-opened territory, and when 
Haleigh arrived \vith an t'Npedition, in 
101G, to reassert British power, his 
forces m«t %vi!h disaster. Upon his re- 
turn to England the intrepid explorer 
and coloniser was imprisoned and ex- 
ecuted. During the war between Eng- 
land, Holland and France in the 17th 
century, Guiana vva.s taken and retaken 
ht-veral time.s. 
What is now Dutch 


Uuiana was hei7C*d by Great Britain in 
IGC'i, bnt was ceded back to Holland in 
exchange for the Dutch settlement of 
N'ew Amsterdam, now Xew York. In 
1803 the province of British Guiana was 
acquired by England, but wasnotfoi- 
mally ceded Ly Holland until] 814. The 
territory giv en up by the Dutch govei n- 
raent included the piovinces of Deme- 
rara, Beihice and Esequibo, the river o{ 
the latter name being claimed as the 
boundary by Vene/uela. However, the 
boundary between Guiana and Vene- 
zuela and Guiana and Brazil was never 
accurately established, nnd thig fact is 
the ostensible cause of the dispute now 


coast line to the British claims. After- 
ward, and until 1887, new claims were 
mnde by Great Britain, until, at the be- 
ginning- of 1S93, England included all 
territory on the right bank of the Ori- 
noco near its mouth and its course 
southerly for nearly .'(00 miles in her 
d'-mands.

mitted to arbitration. Great Britain 
ictumed an impertinent reply stating 
that all territory within the Schorn- 
ln.rgk line was absolutely hers and that 
it had "nothing to arbitrate" there, 
< l.iiins west of that line she was will- 
ii'B to submit to an international trib- 
unal for adjudication. Venezuela, on 
the other har.d, insisted that the Es- 
cniiibo river was the recognized boun- 
dary and that Hie Punwron river was 
at all events, the extreme limit of dis- 
puted territory. When Great Britain 
received President Crespo's reply she 
recalled her minister from Cai acas, the 
Venezuelan capital, and all diplomatic 
correspondence between the two coun- 
tries has since been conducted through 
tlif German embassy. 


Secretary Grcsham's sudden 'death 


delayed the American answer to the 
British note declining arbitration, but 
when Secretary Olney assumed the 
state portfolio one of his first acts was 
the transmission of the now famous 
document %vhich, together with Lord 
Salisbury's answer, were made the sub- 
ject of President Cleveland's message 
of December 17. He declared the claims 
urged by Great Britain to be a direct 
violation of the Monroe doctrine, which 
be designated as an mrwritteii page of 
the American constitution.

Without even the sem- 
blance of authority. Schomburgk took 
the mouth of the Orinoco as a starting 
point, instead of the Esrqiiibo, and ran 
an uncertain line in a southerly direc- 
tion, giving to the British colony 20,000 
or more square miles of territory and 
the right bank of the Orinoco delta. 
Venezuela declined to recognize the 
survey mode by the German botanist, 
and protester! vigorously against it. 
In 1844 a new British line was run from 
a point on the coast east of Schom- 
•burgVs line, leaving the mouth of the 
•Orinoco in Venezuela but deflecting far 
•to the westward in the interior, so that 
ithe new claim covered really more ter- 
ritory than the oM.

Schornburgk's survey is known as the 
Aberdeen line. This started on the west 
bank of the Maraea-rivei' and embraced 
large tracts of mining coantry in south- 
eastern section of Venezuela, Another 
survey, made in 18Sl,lcreated the "Gran- 
wftle lime."

to congress, December 2,1823, was em- 
phatic in his denunciation of foreign 
governments who might be ambitious 
to extend their political systems to any 
portion of the western hemisphere.

Continuing, he 
says: "Itfvniakirep ithese recommenda- 
tions I am fully alive .to Hhe responsi- 
bility incurred and keenly realise all 
the consequences that may follow." 


To an impartial ooserveir iH would 


seem that the only way in which Great 
Britain can retreat giaceful'y is by ar- 
riving1 at an amicable mraderstanding 
with Venezuela. In case <»f such an 
agreement the Americana commission 
and its work would be, -s-nperfluous, as 
the United Stateseouldnotobject'toany 
arrangement made between tbe two 
countries unless it should include the 
cessi on of v ast tracts of territory; many 
authorities on the Monroe doctrine con- 
tending that under its broader meaning 
the South and Central American repub- 
lics cannot give away their territory to 
foreign nations.

The events which lune led up to the 


present diplomatic misunderstanding 
between Great Britain and 1hc United 
States emphasizes once more the fact, 
long1 recognized in the capitals of JCti- 
rope, that Enpland vt ill risk honor and 
the world's respect to satisfy her in- 
ordinate greed for territorial acquisi- 
tion.

Kaleigh arrived v.'ith an expedition, in

Claims west of that line she was will- 
ing t/> submit to an international trib- 
unal for adjudication. Venezuela, on 
the other hand, insisted that the Es- 
c«iuibo rher was the recognized boun- 
dary and that the I'umeron river was, 
at all c\ents, tlie extreme limit of dis- 
puted territory. When Great Britain 
received President Crespo's reply she 
recalled her minister from Caracas, the 
Venezuelan capital, and all diplomatic 
correspondence between the two coun- 
tries has since been conducted through 
thr; German embassy. 


Secretary Grcsham's sudden death 


delayed the American answer to the 
British note declining arbitration, but 
when Secretary 
Olney assumed the 


state portfolio one of his first acts was 
the transmission of the now famous 
document which, together with Lord 
Salisbury's answer, were made the sub- 
ject of President Cleveland's message 
of December 17. He declared the claims 
urged by Great Britain to be a direct 
violation of the Monroe doctrine, which 
be designated as an unwritten page of 
the American constitution. President 
Monroe, in his seventh annual message

and protested vigorously against it.

In order 
to avoid a clash he asked congress to 
appoint a committee to investigate and 
determine the true boundary line be- 
tween British Guiana and Venezuela, 
and then goes on to say that when that 
commission has made its report the 
United States should "resist by every 
means in its power, as a willful aggres- 
sion upon its rights and interests, the 
appropriation of any lands or the ex- 
ercise of g-overnmental jurisdiction over 
any territory which, after investiga- 
tion, we have determined of right be- 
long to Venezuela." 
Continuing, he 


soys: "In making these recommenda- 
tions I am fully alive to the responsi- 
bility incurred and keenly realize all 
the consequences that may follow." 


To an impartial observer it would 


seem that the only way in w hich Great 
Itritain can retreat giacefully is by ar- 
riving at an amicable understanding 
with Venezuela. In case of such an 
agreement the American commission 
and its work would be superfluous, as 
the United Statcscould notobjeettoany' 
arrangement made between 1he Uvo 
countries unless it should include the 
cession of \asttractsof territory; many 
authorities on the Monroe doctrine con- 
tending that under its broader meaning 
the. South and Central American repub- 
lics cannot give away their territory to 
foreign nations. 


However, FresidentCrcspo's tenure of 


office depends on his opposition to Eng- 
land, and unless the latter country sees 
fit to relinquish the lion's share of its 
claims he cannot afford to enter into 
boundary 
negotiations.

could, of course, not begin a warag-ainr.t 
Great Britain as she has virtually r.o 
army, the strongest force in the coun- 
try being 2,000 armrd and mounted 
cowboys who are a kind of body guard 
to the president.
